men. It 1ms been said 
that Eve led 
the hum an rare into sin, but we are 
apt to forget that ‘the seed of

‘ .Mary, the mother of Jesus, is one 
of the noblest and loveliest charac­ 
ters in the bible. We do not give her 
a large enough place in onr thoughts 
and affections.

g eance w as cruising at the time. 
At noon, we w ere at mess when 
one of the boy s y elled, “ S he’s h it,’’ 
and we rushed on deck. 
There was 
the British ship Trium ph, torpedoed 
and listing away over to starboard. 
She was ready to turn over in a few 
m inutes. 
One battleship is not su p ­ 
posed to g o to the assistance of an­ 
other one that has been torpedoed, 
because th e chances are the sub is 
still In th e neig hborhood, lay ing for 
the second ship with another torpe­ 
do. 
B ut one of the British traw lers 
w ent to th e assistance of the T ri­ 
umph to pick up the crew. 
W e could see the crew jum ping 
Into th e water.

W hen we g ot to “ V ” Beach on the 
tw elfth trip, the w eather was fine, 
but it did not please us much, for as 
soon as we g ot in rang e, the enem y 
batteries opened up on its, and the 
shell fire was heavier than any wo 
had been in before, thoug h not m ore 
effective. 
We drew in on a brig ht 
m orning about half past five or six . 
with our 
convoy ,

W hen the water was only up to their 
waists, they came upon barbed wire 
entang lem ents, and not a man g ot 
ashore th at way but was scratched 
and clawed and m ang led 
horribly . 
Some of them that I saw afterwards 
were ju st shredded along the sides 
of their bodies like cocoanuts.

^reat m any of them , thoug h, were 
killed by shrapnel w h ile they were 
in the water. 
On board the Cassard, our g uns 
had been busy all the tim e, and it 
was not long before w e put one en e­ 
my battery out of com m ission.

I think, and at least a third were

more stakes and rocks and barbed 
wire. 
We were advancing with bay onets 
fix ed and arms at the carry , so, when 
the first line fell, and som e of the 
second, the boy s of the third line 
cam e running up, and in the scram ­ 
ble that follow ed, m any of the chaps 
in the first few lines w ere bay onetted 
by their com rades. 
I was 
in 
the 
third line, but I wras lucky enoug h to 
pull up in tim e and did not fall in. 
You cotild not look down into that 
trench after y ou had seen it once; 
it was to sickening . 
Our casualties 
were sent back 
to the ship. 
One 
boat w as sunk by a shell and all the 
men lost. 
W e rem ained w here 
w'e 
were, 
scratching out shallow trenches for 
ourselves, 
finding 
what 
natural 
cover there was, and otherw ise g e t­ 
ting ready for the nig ht, which w as 
near. It beg an to rain, and we could 
hardly keep any fires g oing , because 
w'e had to sh elter them from tin* 
shore side, so the en em y could not 
spot us, and the wind was from the 
sea. 
It was certainly m iserable that 
nig ht. 
E very once in a w hile, wre would 
stand by to repel an attack, w hether 
it was a real one or not, and we wer& 
under lire all the time. It seem ed as 
if morning w ould never come.

boy s— and they w ere as bad as any 
cooties I had ever had at D ix mude. 
T he morning cam e at last, and I 
was detailed 
w ith a fatig u e party 
to g o to the beach w here w e had 
landed stores.

to the docks, I m issed Murray , and 
asked w here he was. 
T hey said he 
had been m issing from his post not 
more than an hour from the time 
w e left.
